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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims18-21, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being 
rejoined. Claims 18-21 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 
4/9/04 is hereby withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, Applicant's amendments, Applicant's arguments, and the terminal 
disclaimer are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. Note that, 
Applicant agreed to cancel the non-elected species. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Miracle et al (US 5,576,282). 
Miracle et al teach bleach boosters comprising zwitterionic imines and anionic imine 
polyions having a net negative charge. The bleach boosters increase bleaching 
effectiveness in lower temperature solutions and demonstrate superior color safety 
profiles. The bleach boosters are ideally suited for inclusion into bleaching 
compositions including those with detersive surfactants and enzymes. See Abstract. 
However, Miracle et al do not teach the specific organic catalyst compound wherein T 0 
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is not substituted or unsubstituted methylene or a moiety that is covalently bonded to 
the nitrogen of formula II via unsubstituted methylene as recited by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
composition and method of using such a composition to clean fabrics containing an 
organic catalyst compound and the other requisite components of the composition in the 
specific proportions as recited by the instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails 
to teach a composition or method of using such a composition to clean fabrics, the 
instant claims are deemed allowable.
